The Constitution 
BY K_ S. ALEXANDER 


"Are you thinking of making a new 


Constitution, Sonny?" asked the Pro- 
f essor as he came up .to where the little 
Indian boy was looking at a bit of 
sculpture chiseled in the wall 


"No, air, I dop't know what a con- 


stitution is." 


"Well, you know laws we rules for 


men to live by. Ygu might say without 
stretching it that iepnstitutjoru are rules 
for governments to live by. 


"A constitution' usually does three 


things : In the firtt place, it Uyi dowi^ 
the foundation or1 framework qf the 
government. If you c^n think of (fij 
state as- a body, you w'ould not be fir 
wrong in calling the constitution th» 
skeleton. It sets up the legislature and 
the executive and ptrscribo the po^en 
of each. 


"In the second place, it defines the 


powers of the government it has set 
up. It says what the government can 
and can not do. There are certain 
things wtich the people do not wish 
the government ever to do and there 
mre certain other tilings which they 
•wish to be very sure that it can and 
will do. So they put these things into 
the constitution. 
Our federal consti- 


tution lays down those powers that 
belong to the national government, 
those that belong to the state govern- 
ments, and those which neither can ex- 
erciie. A law passed by the legisla- 
ture which is contrary to the constitu- 
tion or exceeds the power given the 
government by the constitution is not a 
law at all. It can not be enforced."
